Projects Would Clear Slums in 17 Square Miles 
Of City; to Release Half Billion for

“For the 500,000 families of low-income now wasting 
their lives in 17 square miles of New York City slums,” a 
low-rent housing program has been proposed. 
President Roosevelt’s relief and recovery program pro- 


poses $300,000,000 for the United States Housing Authority, 
created under the Wagner-Steagall® 


Law, which gave permanence 
to the principle of public housing.

5,000 LESS APARTMENTS 


There are about 5,000 less apart- 
ments in New York City today than 
four years ago, and the fewer apart- 
ments are in the low-rent group. 

With the exception of the 2,318 
apartments in the low-rent projects 
erected by the New York City Hovus- 
ing Authority, all the new ocnstruc- 
tion was for those who can afford 
to pay from $12 to $25 per room 
a month. 

But the Mayor’s housing plan will 
provide low-rent housing for those 
who cannot afford to pay more than 
$4.50 to $9 a room each month. 

Those eligible for the new houses 


in the three Viadeck bills cannot 
have an income of more than five 
times the rental to be charged, or, 
where the family consists of a hus- 
band and wife and three or more 
dependents, an income of not more 
than six times the rental. 

The city housing plan also means 
increased. jobs.

Since the time that he asked for 
a decent wooden leg he has had a 
continuous run-around between 
welfare cffices, hospitals, specialists 
and dealers in artificial limbs. Doc- 
tors certified that he needed the 
leg—the kind he finally got—but 
try as he may it never came 
through. 

Accompanied by ‘his wife and 
child, he picketed the relief office 
number of times, but received only 
more run-arounds. 

He had worn a leg since the au- 
tomobile accident in 1924. By 1934 
it was so worn that ne amount of 
repairing helped.

The ruling class was frightened.

BROWDER: In facing the prob- 
lem of finding an effective policy 


to maintain peace and democracy. 


in a world where winds of war and 
fascism blow ever more wildly, the 
people of the United States are in- 
volved in deep confusion of counsel. 
In a world setting quite new, the 
disillusionments of the last World 
War are gathered into a system of 
déép-seated prejudices, and call for 
thé isolation of the United States 
from the rest of the world. Against 
this native and irrational dream 
there arises more and more under - 
standing that peace (and conse - 
quently democracy also) can be pre- 
served only by the cooperative and 
concerted action of all peace-loving 
peoples of every country, and the 
governments whose policies they 
can still determine.

INGERSOLL: Mr. Browder, its 
not this a question of whether the 
people can pull together? 


BROWDER: Yes. The central 
issue is the choice between isola- 
tionism or international concerted 
action as the path to peace. The 
greatest debate of our day is on 
this issue, which is gradually in- 
volying the whole of the thinking 
population. 


The position of my Party, the 
Communist Party, Has from the be- 
ginning of this discussion been def- 
initely. against isolationism and in 
favor of the path of concerted 
action. 

Last year, during the discussions 
around the falsely-named Neutral - 
ity Act, we formulated our views 
with ‘much precision, . advocating 
legislation which would sharply. dis- 
tinguish between those governments 
which upheld their treaty obliga- 
tions with the United States, under 
the Kellogg-Briand Pact and the 
Nine Power Pact, and those which 
violated these obligations. 
vocated that those governments 
which upheld their treaty obliga- 
tions should be guaranteed freedom 
of access to the American market, 
and if necessary be assisted by cred- 
its when the victims of the treaty- 
breakers; while the bandit govern- 
ments, which dishonor their obliga- 
tions, should be barred from access 
to American markets or credits.

BROWDER: Neutrality is an -

Our sharpest criticism of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and his administra- 
tion has been, for a long time,

fied in the infamous Neutrality Act 
and its special application against 
Loyalist Spain while the bandit gov- 
érnments continue to draw war 
materials from American markets.

BROWDER: We do not under- 
stand the President proposes any 
entanglements.

Chicago, on October 5th, indicating 


a turn away from isolationism and 
toward concerted action, we of the 
Communist Party gave immediate 
and unstinted support to this dec 


lara tion of policy, and called upon 


the people to demand its practical 
application. We recognize full well 
all the difficulties that beset the 
implementation of this poliey, but 
we also recognize that the only al- 
ternative is the drift to certain dis- 
aster.

BROWDER: Surely even the 
most rabid enemy of the social and 
economic system in the Soviet Union 
must, if he is really an advocate of 
international peace, welcome foy- 
fully the accession of that great 
power to the peace alignment of 
the world. No one who is ready to 
base his opinions strictly on the 
record, can deny that the Soviet 
Union has been the most consistent 
support, in word and deed, of world 
peace and disarmament as its needs 
have been formulated by the great 
body of democratic nations in the 
world.

We Communists are often at- 
tacked as enemies of democracy in 
general and of American democracy 
in particular. That was never true, 
for we have always been adherents 
of democracy; that is less true than 
ever today, for since democracy is 
deing actively threatened by the 
rise of facism, we Communists have 
come forward as its most consistent 
and self-sacrificing defenders. 


INGERSOLL: Is not our demoo- 
racy badly cramped in its style, Mr. 
Browder? 


BROWDER: Yes. We are, of 
course, keenly aware of the limita- 
tions of democracy under the mod- 
ern capitalist system. This democ- 
racy based upon private property in 
the means of production has even 
lost much of the strength of its 
early period, because it has largely 
lost its economic foundation. Where 
150 years ago, widespread distribu- 
tion of private property, based upon 
individual production, was itself 
something of a guarantee, while it 
lasted, of the democratic rights and 
powers of the mass of the people, 
such private property today has 
largely disappeared, and has been 
replaced by giant corporations which 
occupy all e commanding heights | 
of the national economy. This cor- 
porate economy is the antithesis of 
democracy; its control is the acme 
of self-perpetuating oligarchy, with 
the oligarchs constantly diminishing 
in number, à small fraction of 1 
per cent of the population exercising 
decisive power over the whole écon- 
omy upon which the livelihood of 
all —— 


INGERSOLL: Is not this the 
economic phase we have leſt out of 
our democracy, Mr. Browder? 


—BROWDER: Which we lost from 
our democragy. So long as the dem- 
ocratic forms of government follow 
the leadership of the oligarchs of 
industry, the economic royalists. 
these forms are tolerated and even 
defended by them. When, however, 
as today has clearly shown, there 
is a conscious split between the mass 
of the democratic electorate, and

INGERSOLL: Mr. Browder, do 
you think the President is at least 
partly justified in standing pat on 
neutrality, because of our tradition 
of avoiding foreign entanglements? 


BROWDER: The President is not 
standing pat on neutrality; he has 
made several major pronouncements 
of its bankruptcy. But the trouble 
is that the daily policy in Wash- 
ington still continues the old bank- 
rupt policy. It is this false neu- 
trality, which has already entangled 
America on the side of fascist pow- 
ers, helping to destroy the Spanish 
Republic. This is the most flagrant 
violation of the best American tra- 
ditions.

INGERSOLL: Would not your 
“concerted action” necessarily in- 
volve us in action and on foreign 
soil? 


BROWDER: Not at all. On the 
contrary, it is the only way of pre- 
venting foreign wars from being 
brought to American shores under 
the worst conditions for us.

I cannot agree that he 
was primarily an individualist, since 
he is remembered by us as one of 
our greatest men precisely for his 
role as leader and organizer-of our 
first great collective efforts at self- 
rule, and established the American 
government as a united democracy. 
He was a firm believer in individual 
private property as the baois for 
democracy, because in his time this 
meant giving an economic basis to 
democracy in which the great ma- 
jority of people owned their own 
instruments of production and there 
were few wage-workers. But the 
growth of capitalism into monopoly 
destroyed all that foundation, and it 
is impossible to go back to it. There- 
fore democracy must go forward, 
restore an economic base for itself, 
in the only possible way, by com- 
mon democratic ownership of the 
great social instruments of produc- 
tion—a conclusion to which Jeffer-
